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INTRODUCTION

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
predominantly  a  statistical  tabulation  of  the  activities  of  the  Health 
Department.  This  does  tend  to  obscure  major  changes  in  the 
nature  of  Public  Health  imposed  by  Statute,  scientific  advance, 
pressing  social  need  and  other  causes.  One  influence  playing  an 
increasingly  prominent  role  is  the  emergence  of  a  new  philosophy 
in  Social  Medicine.  This  school  of  thought  takes  the  broadest  view 
of  the  responsibilities  of  the  Health  Department,  studying  the 
individual’s  health  in  relation  to  his  fellow-man,  his  total  environ¬ 
ment  and  his  psychological  relationship  to  the  family,  group  and 
community.  It  also  essays  to  overcome  the  discerptive  influence  in 
Social  Medicine  of  the  artificial  division  imposed  by  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  of  hospitals,  practitioner  and  preventive  services. 
It  assigns  to  Social  Medicine  the  natural  co-related  subjects  of 
Industrial  Health  and  Public  Welfare.  Considered  judgment 
predicates — as  economic  necessity  must  surely  determine — the 
wisdom  of  this  policy ;  that  is,  to  merge  into  one  team  all  health 
workers  whether  in  the  preventive  or  curative  sphere.  There  is 
as  urgent  need  of  the  advice  and  service  of  the  Hospital  Consultant, 
Specialist  and  Family  Doctor  in  the  preventive  field  as  of  the  social 
health  workers  already  there  engaged. 

Statistics. 

The  Birth  Rate,  16*7,  fell  from  17*  0  in  the  previous  year  and 
approximated  to  the  National  Rate.  The  Death  Rate,  12-3,  rose 
from  12*0  in  1948.  For  the  first  year  since  the  second  World 
War  a  Comparative  Mortality  figure  (0*99)  was  provided  by  the 
Registrar  General  and  this  gives  a  Standardized  Death  Rate  of 
12-2. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  Infantile  Mortality  (22  per  thousand 
live  births)  reached  the  low  record  of  almost  half  the  previous  best 
(38  in  1947).  Analysis  of  causes  of  infant  death  reveals  Congenital 
Abnormality  and  Prematurity  to  be  predominant.  Though  the 
figure  is  above  the  Divisional  average  of  17,  the  rate  compares  very 
favourably  with  either  the  National  rate  (32)  or  any  other  industrial 
area.  The  Stillbirth  Rate  fell  from  0*49  in  the  previous  year  to 
0*40.  Although  it  is  unwise  to  generalize  on  a  particularly  good 
year,  I  feel  that  the  returns  are  not  unrelated  to  the  efforts  of  private 
doctors,  midwives  and  the  staff  of  Maternity  Homes  and  Hospitals. 
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Tuberculosis. 

Notifications  rose  from  38  last  year  to  42  in  the  current  year, 
and  the  Death  Rate  remained  almost  stationary.  I  am  concerned 
at  the  present  delay  in  admissions  to  Sanatoria,  which  average  five 
to  six  months  in  male  cases  and  about  3  months  in  females.  There 
is  also  urgent  need  for  the  introduction  of  B.  C.  G.  immunization  in 
selected  cases  through  the  Chest  Consultant.  Until  research  has 
simplified  technique  to  a  method  similar  to  Diphtlieria  immuniza¬ 
tion,  and  the  necessity  for  a  segregation  period  is  minimized, 
general  application  to  the  population  will  prove  difficult.  Shipley 
Housing  Committee  have  given  maximum  co-operation  in  the  diffi¬ 
cult  task  of  granting  priority  for  the  re-housing  of  the  tuberculous. 

Infectious  Disease. 

Diiffitheria — The  number  of  cases  notified  (6)  was  reduced  lo 
3  on  further  investigation,  all  of  which  were  clinical  Diphtheria, 

not  positive  bacteriologically. 

Scarlet  Fever  notifications  fell  from  157  in  1948  to  44  in  the 
year  under  review.  I  believe  it  is  better  practice  to  isolate  and 
nurse  a  child  with  Scarlet  Fever  in  a  good  home  than  introduce  the 
risk  of  cross  infection  by  admission  to  Hospital,  and  the  present 
admission  rate  of  90  %  is  too  high. 

Measles  was  more  prevalent  than  during  the  previous  year,  but 
Whooping  Cough  less  so.  It  is  a  tribute  to  the  health  of  children 
and  the  care  taken  that  in  the  last  two  concurrent  years  1948 
and  1949,  464  cases  of  Measles  and  208  Whooping  Cough  were 
notified,  without  fatality. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Plans  were  completed  for  the  erection  of  a  Day  Nursery  in 
Saltaire  Road  and  another  near  Baildon  Bridge,  adjoining  Shipley. 
Somerset  House  Clinic  was  completely  re-decorated  and  the  entire 
Dental  Clinic  re-equipped.  A  Speech  Therapist  was  appointed,  to 
commence  duties  on  the  1st  January,  1950,  and  considerable 
advance  was  recorded  in  the  equipment  of  Day  Nurseries. 

Home  Help  Service. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  13  whole-time  and  18  part-time  women 
were  employed  in  the  Domestic  Help  Service,  attending  the  ill, 
lying-in,  and  aged. 

I  have  pleasure  in  expressing  appreciation  of  the  service  of  the 
staff  who  have  worked  keenly  and  happily  together,  and  1  have  also 
to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  Councillor 
John  Lancaster,  for  his  co-operation;  also  for  the  very  willing  help 
of  my  fellow  officials  in  preparing  returns  and  their  friendly 
assistance  and  advice  throughout  the  year.

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Social  Conditioivs 

Shipley  is  a  built-up  industrial  centre  engaged  in  textile, 
engineering,  and  distributive  trades.  One  half  of  the  employed 
insured  population  is  engaged  by  fifteen  large  textile  and  engineering 
firms.  The  population  lives  in  approximately  10,347  houses  in  the 
valley  of  the  Aire  and  Bradford  Beck.  Some  extension  has  occurred, 
however,  to  high  land  at  Wrose  and  West  Royd.  The  Urban  District 
Council  maintains  sixteen  open  spaces,  aggregating  to  206  acres,  or 
approximately  10%  of  the  district.  The  latest  figures  available 
show  that  dwellinghouses  constitute  86*5%  of  rateable  property, 
and  51%  of  the  afore-mentioned  property  is  assessed  at  rates  of 
under  £\2.  There  are  333  shops  and  shops  with  houses,  242  lock¬ 
up  shops,  178  factories  and  works. 

The  community  is  active  and  hardworking,  with  a  strong  local 
pride  anti  wide  diversity  of  interest.  Considerable  scope  exists  for 
physical  recreation.  In  interpreting  statistics  it  is  well  to  bear  in 
mind  that  social  conditions  appertain  to  those  of  a  large  city  rather 
than  an  isolated  toAvn  of  equivalent  size. 


Population  and  Employment 

For  the  first  time  since  the  second  World  War  the  Registrar- 
General  has  supplied  a  Comparability  Factor  which,  applied  to  the 
Recorded  Death  Rate,  gives  the  Standardized  Rate  for  the  civilian 
population.  The  factor,  0*99,  represents  the  combined  influence  of 
age  and  sex  distribution  on  the  Death  Rate.  Tables  were  given  in 
my  1948  Report  of  a  local  estimate  for  the  end  of  1947,  arranged  in 
age  groups  yearly  from  0 — 5  years  and  thereafter  at  five-yearly 
intervals  to  85  and  over;  with  separate  estimates  for  each  sex.  No 
more  recent  figure  has  been  compiled  or  is  likely  to  be  before  the 
prospective  Census  in  1951. 

The  general  trends  that  affect  population  throughout  the 
country,  viz.^  a  fall  in  the  young  adult  population  ;  an  increase  in 
the  older  age  groups ;  the  vagaries  of  Birth  Rates  since  the  stable 
period  of  1944-48,  including  the  sharp  post-war  rise  in  Birth  Rate 
and  the  maintenance  of  a  rate  in  excess  of  statistical  expectations ; 
coupled  with  local  factors  such  as  the  influx  of  foreign  labour, 
predominantly  female,  to  the  woollen  textile  industry,  present 
problems  of  wide  social  importance. 

The  population  is  predominantly  a  working  one  with  a 
characteristically  high  percentage  of  female  workers  engaged  in 
textiles,  contributing  a  third  of  the  total  persons  employed.  During 
the  year  about  a  thousand  additional  female  workers  (many  of  them 
married  women)  have  been  recruited  to  the  textile  trade.  A  slight 
reduction  occurred  in  the  number  of  persons  working  in  engineering 
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and,  on  the  other  hand,  there  was  a  slight  increase  recorded  in  those 
engaged  in  the  building  trade.  The  number  of  employed  insured 
persons  approximates  to  1 1 ,500.  Reference  should  be  made  to  the 
1948  Report  for  details  of  other  trades,  the  figures  for  which  remain 
stable. 

Transfer  of  Labour 

The  Manager  of  the  Shipley  Employment  Exchange  has  kindly 
reported  as  follows  : — 

During  1949  there  has  been  no  transfer  of  labour  from  the 
district,  but  a  steady  inflow  of  foreign  labour  continues,  mainly 
women,  into  the  textile  industry  and  German  women  for  hospital  and 
private  domestic  work. 

As  a  result  of  recruitment  drives  by  individual  textile  employers 
a  small  number  of  women  transferred  from  Eire  and  North-eastern 
England. 

Since  March,  the  mass  transfer  of  European  Volunteer  Workers 
under  the  “Westward  Ho”  Scheme  has  abated,  but  parties  of 
Austrian  women  recruited  have  been  coming  through  at  intervals 
and  there  are  now  140  Austrians  employed  in  the  district.  Most  of 
these  are  accommodated  in  firms’  hostels. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  foreign  workers  live  in  the  Bradford 
area,  many  sharing  homes  with  people  of  their  own  nationality. 
It  is  estimated  that  about  60  men  are  accommodated  at  Greenbanks 
National  Service  Hostel,  Horsforth,  and  about  40  at  the  Ferncliffe 
Polish  Resettlement  Camp,  Calverley.  Only  a  small  number  of 
women  are  living  at  Greenbanks  Hostel,  and  these  are  employed  by 
a  firm  which  provides  transport  to  and  from  the  camp. 

There  is  no  special  scheme  at  present  for  the  transfer  of  foreign 
males  to  employment  in  Shipley  and,  in  the  main,  placing  has  ceased 
except  for  special  cases  such  as  a  married  man  accompanied  by  his 
wife. 

There  are  approximately  1 ,200  foreign  workers  employed  in 
textiles  in  Shipley  (800  men  and  400  women)  and  14  German 
women  employed  in  hospital  and  private  domestic  work. 

The  employment  of  foreign  men  on  work  normally  done  by 
women  is  not  carried  out  to  any  large  extent,  although  one  or  two 
textile  firms  have  arranged  this  in  some  departments. 

Unemployment  remains  at  a  low  figure  and  in  the  main 
consists  of  older  men,  the  placing  of  whom  in  suitable  work  is  not 
easy. 
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General  Public  Health  Services  for  the  Area 

Medical  Practitioners  Liaison 

The  Department  has  enjoyed  the  support  and  co-operation  of 
family  Doctors  who  carry  the  large  burden  of  ill-health  in  the 
community.  Contacts  between  General  Medical  Practitioner  and 
Home  Nurse  and  Midwife  are  already  close.  The  development  of 
Care  and  After  Care  provides  scope  for  the  promotion  of  a  close 
relationship  between  Health  Visitor  and  Doctor.  Medical  Practi¬ 
tioners  locally  are  gradually  making  more  use  of  the  services  of  the 
Health  Visitor  in  providing  socio-medical  histories,  and  further 
extension  of  this  service  will  be  welcomed. 


Hospital  Liaison 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  member  of  the  Sub- 
Committee  of  Bradford  A”  Group  Hospital  Management  Com¬ 
mittee  responsible  for  Salt’s  Hospital  and  the  Shipley  Maternity 
Home. 

Liaison  with  Doctors,  Nursing  Staff  and  Almoners  is  increasing 
from  week  to  week  at  Bradford  Royal  Infirmary,  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital,  Clayton,  the  Children’s  Hospital,  and  Leeds  Road  and 
Morton  Banks  Infectious  Disease  Hospitals.  Few  requests  have, 
however,  been  forthcoming  for  medical  reports  for  in-patients,  and 
there  is  ample  scope  for  an  increase  in  the  demands  for  Care  and 
After  Care  in  cases  ready  for  discharge. 


Maternity  Home 

Shipley  Maternity  Home  has  20  beds  for  normal  patients. 
Priority  for  admission  is  granted  on  the  basis  of : — 

(f)  Abnormal  history.  (iii)  Multipara  4  +. 

(it)  Primipara.  (iv)  Social  conditions.

Nursing  Homes 

There  is  a  Nursing  Home  in  Farfield  Road  providing  accom¬ 
modation  for  8  patients.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  inspects 
and  reports  on  behalf  of  the  Supervisory  Authority. 
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Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

Somerset  House  Clinic. 

Premises.  This  is  an  old  stone  building,  originally  the  Town 
Hall.  There  is  an  extensive  covered-in  pram  shed  and  three 
entrances.  Ground  floor  rooms  comprise  Doctor’s  consulting  room, 
large  waiting  room,  lecture  room,  room  for  Ophthalmic  work,  food 
store,  kitchen,  lavatory,  room  for  general  office  and  equipment 
stores. 

The  first  floor  has  a  Dental  Unit  comprising  waiting  room, 
dental  surgery  and  recovery  room,  with  male  and  female  lavatories 
adjacent.  There  is,  additionally,  a  large  treatment  room  for  minor 
ailments  ;  consulting  room  plus  waiting  room  for  Consultants’  use  ; 
general  waiting  room  and  large  room  fully  equipped  for  Physio- 
theraphy.  There  are  extensive  attics  used  for  Speech  Therapy, 
Mental  Health  Social  Worker,  storage  of  documents,  and  Dental 
X-rays.  There  are  also  extensive  basements.  There  is  about  a 
quarter-of-an-acre  of  ground  laid  out  with  lawns  and  shrubberies.

Improvement  would  be  effected  if  additional  lavatory 
accommodation  were  provided  on  the  ground  floor,  making  use  of 
the  food  room  and  accommodating  foods  in  the  room  at  present  used 
for  Ophthalmic  purposes.  The  Ophthalmologist  would  be  accom¬ 
modated  in  the  Consultants’  Room. 


The  Dental  Clinic  has  been  redecorated  and  re-equipped: 
additional  accommodation  is  required  for  the  recovery  of  patients. 
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Wrose  Clinic 

This  prefabricated  building  was  opened  on  the  3rd  July,  1948. 
Accommodation  includes  pram  shed,  boiler  room,  staff  room,  central 
waiting  hall,  food  storage  accommodation  and  counter,  male  and 
female  lavatories,  kitchenette,  minor  ailments  room,  weighing  room, 
undressing  cubicles,  Doctor’s  consulting  room.

Domiciliary  Services 
Care  of  the  Aged 

The  dominant  trend  in  the  population  is  the  increasing  number 
of  aged  persons.  This  presents  problems  of  economic  and  social 
character.  Increased  expenditure  is  implicit  in  the  development  of 
any  scheme  designed  to  prevent  infirmity.  It  is  difficult  for  many 
to  realize  that  present  expense  may  be  future  economy.  Our  aim 
is  that  the  aged  person  should  live  at  home  rather  than  in  Homes, 
where  possible  leading  an  active  life  midst  familiar  scenes  and  among 
personal  friends.  To  this  end.  District  Nursing  developed,  in  the 
first  instance  under  voluntary  agencies,  and  care  of  the  aged  in  the 
past  was  rendered  by  Nursing  Associations.  A  pre  survey  of  the 
projected  extension  of  Geriatrics  is  given  below  : — 
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1.  The  provision  of  Hospital  accommodation  under  the 

Regional  Hospital  Board. 

2.  Provision  of  Part  III  accommodation  under  County 

Welfare  organization. 

3.  Provision  of  Convalescent  and  Nursing  Home  accommo¬ 
dation. 

4.  The  extension  of  Aged  Persons’  Hostels  for  men  and 
women  separately  or  together.  This  latter  provision 
meets  a  limited  demand  for  persons  with  peculiar  social 
need. 

The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  liaises  with  County  Welfare 
staff  on  Part  III  accommodation  at  “Thornton  View,”  Clayton. 
Preliminary  arrangements  were  made  for  the  Senior  Health  Visitor 
to  undertake  visitation  and  provide  Care  and  After  Care  service. 
The  Hospital  adjoining  “  Thornton  View  ”  meets  the  needs  of  acute 
illness  and  progressive  debility  due  to  organic  disease.  Extensive 
structural  alterations  and  re-organization  promoted  the  welfare  of 
in-patients,  and  each  patient  has  his  own  Medical  Practitioner. 

The  above-mentioned  provisions  cover  only  a  small  fraction  of 
the  aged  in  our  population.  Many  of  them  live  alone ;  some  are 
elderly  couples ;  others  dependent  upon  relatives  and  friends. 
Shipley  Housing  Committee  have  pursued  a  progressive  policy  and 
provided  some  houses  for  the  aged.  Public  interest  evoked,  how¬ 
ever,  found  fullest  expression  in  the  formation  of  an  Aged  Persons’ 
Welfare  Association,  with  the  full  support  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
County  Health  Committee,  Alderman  Bambridge,  and  the  Clerk  of 
the  Shipley  Council  acted  as  interim  Secretary.  Sub-Committees 
comprise : — 

1.  Finance  and  General  Purpose. 

2.  Visitation. 

3.  Social  Welfare  (including  Clubs). 

4.  Handicapped. 

5.  Benevolent. 

Steady  progress  was  recorded,  including  the  inauguration  of 
Clubs  for  elderly  persons  at  Victoria  Hall,  Wrose  and  Carnegie 
Institute.  A  more  detailed  report  on  this  work  will  be  included  in 
the  1950  Annual  Report. 

It  was  early  evident  that  the  most  insistent  need  was  for  the 
extension  of  the  scheme  for  domestic  help.  This  may  be  covered 
by  the  simple  provision  of  an  hour  or  two’s  help  daily,  an  afternoon 
a  week,  or  more  according  to  circumstance.  Women  were  recruited 
in  considerable  numbers,  and  ultimately  about  70%  of  the  persons 
cared  for  were  classifiable  as  aged,  either  infirm  or  ill.  97  such 
cases  were  served  during  the  year.  In  addition,  Shipley  Council’s 
pioneer  venture — visitation  of  the  healthy  aged  in  Council’s 
bungalows — was  maintained.  Abuse,  where  possible,  was  checked 
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by  close  supervision  by  professional  and  clerical  staff.  Many 
problems  confronted  the  Department,  but  the  scheme  proved  an 
unqualified  success.  A  simple  survey  established  that  one  third  of 
the  aged  persons  attended  would  otherwise  have  claimed  Hospital 
attention  and  probably  occupied  a  bed. 

At  the  time  of  writing  a  review  by  the  County  Council  had 
enforced  retrenchment,  and  the  scheme  has  been  restricted.  Officers 
of  the  National  Assistance  Board  have,  on  the  request  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  visited  each  elderly  person  affected, 
and  where  possible  provided  relief  in  kind  or  money.  I  wish  to 
express  sincere  appreciation  of  the  services  so  many  Home  Helps 
peremptorily  discharged  after  months  of  devoted  service.  Routine 
visitation  of  the  aged  by  District  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  was 
continued.  Each  Nurse  has  available  a  list  of  the  aged  in  her 
particular  area,  and  this  is  periodically  reviewed.  District  Nurses 
are  at  the  service  of  the  Medical  Practitioner,  and  the  Health 
Visitor  similarly;  to  render  advice  and  Care  and  After-care  follow¬ 
ing  discharge  from  Hospital.  Liaison  has  been  established  with 
the  Visitation  Committee,  and  contact  has  also  been  established 
with  the  Gerontologist  for  the  Bradford  Group  of  Hospitals  regard¬ 
ing  the  admission  of  cases  to  Clayton,  Calverley,  and  other 
Institutions. 

Home  Nurses 

District  Nurses  have  been  absorbed  into  the  Health  Service 
and  at  present  form,  with  the  Midwives,  our  closest  link  with  the 
General  Practitioner  service. 

The  tendency  for  the  District  Nurse  to  work  isolated  and  alone 
remains,  although  gradually  liaison  is  being  established  with  other 
Health  Workers.  A  few  in  the  outlying  areas  act  as  Midwives  or 
Health  Visitors  as  well  as  performing  their  District  Nursing  duties. 

Close  contact  has  been  maintained  with  the  supervisory  staff 
at  County  Hall  and  much  assistance  derived  therefrom. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Home  Nurses  and  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  have  been  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  Shipley.

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Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care 

Health  Education  Propaganda 

Use  was  made  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Central 
Council  for  Health  Education.  The  services  of  the  Central  Council 
were  curtailed  by  the  loss  of  Area  organization,  but  material  was 
provided  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  d'he  following  are 
examples  of  the  steps  taken  to  promote  Health  Consciousness  in 
the  population  : — 

1.  Posters  were  exhibited  on  the  principal  hoardings  centred 
in  the  Division  on  such  subjects  as  The  Common  Cold, 
Immunization,  Advice  on  General  Health. 

2.  Leaflets  were  distributed  in  Clinics  to  mothers  on  matters 
related  to  Alaternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

3.  Lectures  were  given  by  Medical  Officers  and  Sanitary 
Inspectors  to  the  General  Public,  Parent  Teacher  Associa¬ 
tions,  Clubs,  and  other  organizations. 

4.  Distribution  of  leaflets  at  Exhibitions  and  in  Public  Works 
on  Industrial  Health. 

5.  Information  has  been  passed  to  the  Press  in  relation  to 

Infectious  Disease  and  other  subjects  when  appropriate. 

These  steps  are,  of  course,  additional  to  intensive  propaganda 
in  the  home  through  the  various  health  workers  of  the  Department. 

Hospitals 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  with  the  Senior  Health  Visitor, 
interviewed  the  Matron  of  Clayton,  Bingley  and  Salt’s  Hospitals, 
and  the  local  medical  practitioners  on  the  promotion  of  this  Service. 
The  matter  has  also  been  raised  with  the  Bradford  (A  and  B  Groups) 
Hospital  Management  Committees.  Slow  progress  was  recorded. 
Further  extension  will  be  easier  when  there  is  a  full  complement  of 
Health  Visitors  on  the  staff  and  more  active  co-operation  from  the 
Hospitals.  A  progressive  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  for 
socio-medical  reports  from  Health  Visitors  are  being  received  from 
Almoners  and  Medical  Practitioners,  and  the  ultimate  aim  is  to 
establish  the  Health  Visitor  as  an  available  agent  for  undertaking 
work  between  the  Practitioner  and  the  Hospital  and  rendering 
advice  on  matters  of  a  socio-medical  nature. 

The  Senior  Health  Visitor,  Miss  Topley,  completed  six  months’ 
training  at  Otley  Hospital  to  gain  specialized  experience  in  this 
work. 

Convalescent  Homes 

Under  the  County  Council’s  scheme  24  local  patients  were 
admitted  to  Convalescent  Homes,  travel  arrangements  being  made 
where  necessary.  Patients  were  required  to  pay  a  proportion  of  the 
cost,  according  to  their  ability  as  assessed. 
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Home  Helps 

70  cases  of  illness  in  the  home  were  afforded  domestic  help 
during  the  year.  Many  of  these  were  cases  which  had  received 
treatment  in  Hospital. 

General  Administration 

The  Public  Health  Office  at  the  Town  Hall,  Shipley,  affords 
accommodation  for  the  staff  of  the  Local  Authority  (Shipley)  and 
County  Divisional  Health  Staff.  See  Appendix  for  details. 

Under  the  Senior  Clerk  the  sections  that  operate  include  the 
Sanitary  Clerks,  School  Health  Section,  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare,  and  Clerks  for  Home  Helps,  Finance  and  Stalling.  A 
sense  of  active  co-operation  has  been  engendered  and  arrangements 
are  elastic,  allowing  for  interchange  and  providing  facilities  for 
holiday  relief.  This  is  found  to  broaden  the  outlook  of  the  clerks 
and  provide  more  interest. 

Accommodation  in  the  Department  is  available  for  Health 
Visitors  and  Mental  Health  Social  Workers,  and  a  distinctive 
feature  of  the  Department  is  the  high  percentage  of  professional 
workers  employed  ‘  in  the  field.”  A  representative  sample  includes 
Sanitary  Inspectors,  Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  District  Nurses, 
Physiotherapist,  Speech  Therapist,  School  Nurses,  Clinic  Nurses, 
Duly  Authorized  Officer  and  Home  Helps.  The  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  has  the  assistance  of  a  Deputy  (Dr.  H.  Gray),  Dr.  G.  Buckle 
and  Dr.  M.  M.  Neil,  while  Consultants  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  are  available  in  Clinics  for  Orthopaedics,  Dermatology, 
Ophthalmology,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  and  when  necessary  an 
Obstetric  Consultant  is  on  call. 

Apart  from  the  expected  development  of  various  branches  of 
the  Local  Health  Service,  clerical  work  related  to  each  has  increased 
in  complexity,  resulting  in  an  increased  commitment. 

As  new  staff  were  appointed,  duties  were  re-allocated  with  a 
view  to  obtaining  cohesion  and  avoiding  difficulties  during  absence 
of  staff  through  sickness,  leave,  etc.  I'his  process  when  completed 
will  enable  each  clerk  to  take  over  the  work  of  another  immediately 
need  arises. 

The  following  are  some  means  by  which  improvements  in  office 
routine  have  been  achieved. 

1.  Clerical  work  in  connection  with  the  distribution  of  milk 
foods  was  improved.  Stocks  throughout  the  Division 
were  reviewed  and  brought  up  to  date.  It  is  considered 
essential  that  this  work  continue  to  be  performed  by  a 
responsible  member  of  the  clerical  staff,  in  order  to  avoid 
wastage,  losses  and  monetary  queries. 
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2.  Satisfactory  liaison  regarding  maternity  beds  is  maintained 
through  the  office  between  the  County  Bureau  and  the 
Shipley  Maternity  Home  administered  by  Hospital 
Management  Committee.  Social  enquiries  are  conducted 
by  Midwives. 

3.  A  woman  clerk  was  engaged  full  time  on  the  general 
organization  and  clerical  work  of  the  Home  Help  Service. 
This  promotes  effective  and  economical  operation  of  the 
service  by  co  ordinating  the  work  of  nursing  staffs,  hospital 
almoners  and  doctors. 

A  simple  system  of  case  records  was  introduced  by  which 
a  comprehensive  and  up-to-date  history  of  every  case  is 
found  by  reference  to  a  single  card  index. 

4.  Ordering  of  all  supplies  for  Day  Nurseries,  other  than  food, 
was  concentrated  in  the  Divisional  Office.  This  relieves 
Matrons  of  considerable  clerical  work  and  ensures  effective 
control  over  expenditure. 

5.  A  form  of  Staff  Record  has  been  introduced  which,  with 
other  improvized  forms,  has  facilitated  the  work  and 
minimized  queries.  Particularly  valuable  is  a  form  of 
continuous  Salaries  Record  which  saves  time  and  labour 
in  the  preparation  of  salary  claims. 

6.  A  new  filing  system  was  devised  and  introduced,  based 
upon  the  statutory  functions  of  the  Department,  but  pro- 
v'idiiig  for  local  circumstances. 


Laboratory  Service 

Existing  arrangements  for  collection,  delivery,  examination  and 
reports  on  specimens  and  consequent  preventive  action  remain 
unchanged. 

Practically  all  samples,  bacteriological,  water,  and  milk  were 
submitted  during  the  year  to  the  Bradford  Laboratory  of  the 
Medical  Research  Council.  Prompt  delivery  secures  early  reports, 
and  delay  is  minimized  by  the  proximity  of  the  Laboratory  and  a 
preliminary  telephone  report  from  the  Bacteriologist.  This  has 
been  of  great  service  in  many  different  ways,  reducing,  for  example, 
periods  of  exclusion  from  school,  nursery,  and  work;  providing 
early  diagnosis  and  permitting  early  preventive  action  in  the  control 
of  infectious  disease. 

We  have  again  been  indebted  to  Dr.  Tomlinson  and  his  staff 
for  their  consistent  courtesy  and  expert  help  in  the  Laboratory  and 
the  field  throughout  the  year.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

(Including  Tuberculosis) 

Measles,  which  had  been  prevalent  in  November  and  Decem¬ 
ber,  1948,  carried  over  into  the  first  two  quarters  of  the  year.  The 
disease  is  of  a  clinically  milder  type  than  a  generation  ago,  although 
infectivity  and  prevalence  are  undiminished.  After-effects  remain 
a  frequent  cause  of  morbidity;  for  example,  complications  affecting 
the  chest  and  ear.  Endeavours  have  been  made  to  postpone 
infection  to  an  older  age  group  but  serum  prophylaxis,  although  of 
occasional  benefit  in  selected  cases,  has  but  a  transient  effect,  and  as 
yet  we  possess  no  enduring  means  of  protection  comparable  to 
Diphtheria.  Cases  greatly  exceed  notifications  received. 

Whooping  Cough.  19  of  the  28  notifications  were  received 
for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  Prophylactics  so  far  employed 
have  been  uncertain  in  the  degree  of  immunity  they  confer  but  there 
is  good  reason  to  hope  that  an  effective  preventive  will  be  available 
in  the  near  future. 

Scarlet  Fever.  (44  cases  notified).  The  disease  is  mild  in 
character,  the  rightly  feared  “malignant  Scarlet”  being  almost 
unknown.  Where  home  conditions  are  favourable  and  isolation 
possible,  it  is  good  practice  to  nurse  children  in  the  home  and 
minimize  the  risk  of  cross  infection  in  hospital. 
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Diphtheria.  6  cases  were  notified,  3  of  which  ultimately 
proved  non-diphtheritic.  Of  the  oilier  three  cases  two  were  laryngeal 
and  one  post-operative.  One  of  the  affected  cases  was  immunized 
but  all  proved  negative  bacteriologically. 

Anterior  Poliomyelitis.  3  cases  were  notified,  one  in 
September  and  two  in  December.  One  case  was  of  a  respiratory 
type  but  the  chdd  ultimately  made  good  recovery. 

Dysentery  showed  a  welcome  reduction  from  the  previous 
year,  llie  8  cases  notified  occurring  in  the  summer  months.  Notifica¬ 
tion  is  not,  however,  a  very  reliable  guide,  but  evidence  accruing 
from  absences  from  School  and  Day  Nurseries  indicated  that 
intestinal  infection  was  less  prevalent  than  in  the  previous  summer. 
Infection  from  tliis  disease  is  spread  by  carriers  and  unrecognized 
cases  as  well  as  by  those  notified.  'I'he  disease  will  not  be  stamped 
out  until  everyone  is  careful  in  relation  to  the  handling  of  food, 
washing  of  hands  after  using  the  toilet,  and  full  public  appreciation 
that  any  acute  diarrhoea  may  be  an  infectious  disease.  Food  worker 
contacts  are  followed  up,  but  cases  of  diarrhoea  with  blood  or  mucus 
should  immediately  cease  work. 

Tuberculosis.  Thei  e  were  42  notifications  (28  males  and  14 
females)  and  15  deaths  (9  males  and  6  females).  Corresponding 
figures  for  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  only  were  13  notifications 
(3  males  and  10  females)  and  2  deaths  (l  male  and  1  female).  A 
well-equipped  and  staffed  Clinic  at  Farr  Royd,”  Shipley,  provides 
diagnostic  facilities  (including  an  X-ray  plant),  and  mild  cases  are 
medically  supervised  and  treated  by  the  Consultant  Tuberculosis 
Officer.  Admissions  to  Sanatoria  are  now  arranged  through  the 
Sub- Regional  Booking  Bureau,  Bradford,  while  domiciliary  super¬ 
vision  and  After  C'are  are  provided  by  the  Clinic  staff  which  includes 
a  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  attached  to  the  staff  of  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer.  Personal  contact  on  cases  ;  interchange  of  records  ; 
and  information  on  such  subjects  as  housing  needs,  the  provision  of 
equipment  and  accessories  for  the  tuberculous,  provision  of  milk 
and  remedial  exercises  for  certain  chest  conditions,  emphasize  the 
close  nature  of  co-operation  that  exists  between  the  preventive  and 
curative  staff  combating  chest  disease. 

Scabies 

Scabies  is  treated  free  of  charge  at  Spurr  Road  Cleansing 
Centre.  This  is  an  old  A.R.P.  Decontamination  Centre  which  has 
been  adapted  and  redecorated,  with  hot  and  cold  showers,  undressing 
and  dressing  rooms,  and  nurse’s  room. 

I'he  method  of  treatment  is  by  Benzyl  Benzoate  after  showering 
of  patient.  Contacts  are  encouraged  to  attend  and  usually  receive 
one  treatment. 

There  has  been  a  rapid  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Scabies  since  the  end  of  the  war.  During  1949  only  14  cases 
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of  Scabies  and  21  contacts  attended  for  treatment.  Secondary 
infections  are  few  and,  generally  speaking,  one  treatment  suffices. 

During  the  year,  sessions  were  held  twice  weekly  on  Tuesday 
and  hTiday  afternoons,  and  consideration  has  been  given  to  further 
reduction  to  economize  in  the  use  of  fuel.  The  Centre  can  be 
opened  at  any  time  in  an  emergency  on  24  hours’  notice. 

Louse  Infestation 

This  continues  to  be  persistently  present  among  a  percentage  of 
the  population,  particularly  the  pre-school  and  school  child,  although 
it  is  difficult  to  estimate  its  prevalence  in  the  young  adolescent. 
The  control  of  louse  infestation  is  a  perennial  problem,  usually 
identified  with  School  Medicine.  Reports  are  submitted  monthly 
to  each  group  of  School  Managers  and  the  total  number  of  infested 
cases  and  the  follow-up  in  connection  with  each  is  given.  The 
general  principle  adopted  is  that  the  mother  is  in  the  first  case 
encouraged  to  co  operate,  and  where  a  case  is  found  either  of  louse 
infestation  or  nits,  other  members  of  the  family  are  examined. 
The  reservoir  of  infection  for  most  school  children  is  generally  the 
member  of  the  problem  family.”  Such  are  the  methods  of  treat¬ 
ment  available  and  their  efficacy  that  there  is  no  reasonable  excuse 
for  a  child  continuing  to  be  infested  over  a  period.  By  tact, 
persistence  and  conscientious  application,  the  School  Nurses  and 
Health  Visitors  have  enormously  reduced  the  incidence  of  infesta¬ 
tion  in  the  population.

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Mental  Health  Service 

The  Duly  Authorized  Officer,  Mr.  Greenwood,  has  been  in  close 
touch  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  notified  admissions  to 
Mental  Hospitals  as  they  occurred  throughout  the  year.  Notifica¬ 
tions  of  discharge  from  Hospital  are  being  forwarded  regularly. 
Miss  Hattersley,  the  Mental  Health  Social  Worker,  worked  jointly 
in  Shipley  and  Keighley  from  January  until  her  transfer  to  Skipton 
in  October.  Miss  Hattersley  continued  to  visit  the  Division  one 
day  weekly  to  assist  in  the  more  urgent  cases.  The  loss  sustained 
by  her  transfer  interrupted  steady  progress  in  routine  visitation  and 
relief.  The  work  is  of  a  specialized  character  and  demands  one 
person  devoting  the  whole  of  her  time  and  energies.  The  person 
must  have  a  particular  interest  in  this  type  of  work,  special  know¬ 
ledge,  aptitude,  and  a  sense  of  vocation.  It  was  hoped  that  an 
Occupational  Therapist  or  Home  Teacher  would  be  provided  to 
assist  in  a  Centre  and,  furthermore,  undertake  home  tuition,  thereby 
releasing  Miss  Hattersley  to  cover  a  larger  field  in  relation  to  Mental 
Abnormality. 
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Ascertainment  of  Mental  Defectives  by  the  medical  staff 
proceeded  without  further  evident  progress  in  the  provision  of 
residential  accommodation  or  of  an  Occupational  Centre.  'This 
continues  to  be  one  of  the  most  serious  problems  of  the  day ;  that  is, 
the  lack  of  training  for  high  grade  defectives  and  relief  for  the 
parents  of  lower  grades.  Ascertainment  without  fulfilment  of  the 
main  object  of  the  examination  breeds  only  disappointment  to  the 
parents,  wastage  of  years  in  -  the  life  of  the  child  and  frustration 
among  Health  Workers  anxious  to  help  both  child  and  parents.

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Public  Water  Supply 

Supply 

The  Council  are  water  undertakers.  The  undertaking  was 
established  by  the  Shipley  Local  Board,  under  the  powers  of  the 
Shipley  Waterworks  and  Police  Act  of  1854. 

Since  that  time  the  works  have  been  extended  and  now 
comprise : 

1.  GrainclifFe  Storage  Reservoir.  95,530,000  gallons  capacity. 
Gravity  sand  filters,  chlorinating  and  lime-dosing  plants. 

2.  Eldwick  Compensation  Reservoir  (the  original  storage 
reservoir).  27,398,250  gallons  capacity. 

3.  Underground  supplies  from  two  springs,  “  Sweet  Well  ” 
and  ‘  Low  Moor,”  on  Rombalds  Moor  about  li  miles 
above  the  GrainclifFe  Storage  Reservoir,  yielding  an  aver¬ 
age  daily  supply  of  450,000  gallons.  Part  of  the  supply  is 
fed  direct  to  the  Service  Reservoirs  mentioned  below,  and 
part  to  the  High  Level  supply  from  GrainclifFe  through 
the  filter  beds  there  but  not  through  the  storage  reservoir. 

4.  Two  Service  Reservoirs  at  W^est  Lane,  Baildon.  Capacities 

10,198,173  gallons  and  4,517,625  gallons;  with  chlorin¬ 
ating  and  lime-dosing  plants.  These  reservoirs  are  situate 
about  i  mile  north  of  the  town. 

5.  15-inch  diameter  and  10  inch  diameter  trunk  mains  from 
GrainclifFe  Reservoir  to  the  town  and  10-inch  diameter 
trunk  mains  from  the  Service  Reservoirs  to  the  town. 

6.  Distribution  mains  2i-inch  to  8-inch  diameter  throughout 
the  town. 

7.  Under  an  agreement  made  in  1939  with  the  Bradford  Cor¬ 
poration  a  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Corporation  up  to 
500,000  gallons  per  day,  which  is  received  at  three  points 
in  the  district  where  the  Corporation  trunk  mains  cross  the 
district  supply  mains  at  Saltaire,  Redburn  Road  and 
Wrose  Hill. 

The  Council’s  water  powers  were  brought  up-to-date  by  the 
Shipley  Order,  1940. 

The  Council’s  gathering  grounds  consist  of  1,881  acres  on 
Morton  Moor  and  Bingley  Moor.  The  effective  drainage  area  for 
GrainclifFe  Reservoir  is  1,116  acres,  and  the  water  is  conducted  into 
the  Reservoir  from  this  by  three  main  dykes,  W^eecher  Dyke,  Black 
Dyke  and  Great  GrainclifFe  Dyke. 

The  water  from  the  overflow  and  any  water  which  is  sent  down 
the  by-pass  to  GrainclifFe  Reservoir  is  fed  via  Eldwick  Beck  into 
Eldwick  Reservoir,  now  only  used  for  storage  of  compensation 
water,  which  is  supplied  into  Eldwick  Beck  below  the  dam. 
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In  addition,  the  Council  have  a  supply  totalling  between 
400,000  and  500,000  gallons  per  day  from  Sweet  Well  and  Low 
Moor  Springs  on  Morton  Moor.  This  water  is  piped  from  the 
springs  across  the  moor  past  Graincliffe  Reservoir  to  the  treatment 
plant  situated  below  the  reservoir,  where  it  receives  lime  treatment 
to  neutralize  the  slightly  acid  properties.  It  then  flows  through  slow 
sand  filters  and  is  given  chlorine/ammonia  treatment  on  entry  to  the 
clear  water  tank,  from  which  it  is  passed  into  supply  to  the  High 
Level  Areas  of  Shipley  by  means  of  a  10-inch  diameter  main. 

The  requirements  of  the  High  Level  Areas  of  Shipley  do  not 
absorb  the  whole  of  the  yield  of  the  springs  and  the  resulting  surplus 
water  overflows  before  treatment  from  a  manhole  in  the  embank¬ 
ment  of  Graincliffe  Reservoir  into  a  12-inch  diameter  pipeline  to  the 
Baildon  Bank  Service  Reservoirs.  These  reservoirs  supply  a  large 
proportion  of  the  lower  levels  of  Shipley  and  the  excess  demand 
from  these  areas  over  the  surplus  water  available  from  the  springs 
is  made  up  by  releasing  surface  water  stored  in  Graincliffe  Reservoir 
to  mix  with  the  spring  water  where  this  enters  the  pipeline  of  the 
Service  Reservoirs. 

Whilst  the  water  from  the  Springs  is  characterized  by  a  very 
high  degree  of  chemical  and  organic  purity,  and  only  a  slight  acidity, 
the  surface  water  from  the  Gathering  Grounds  has  in  solution  a 
relatively  large  proportion  of  natural  aluminium  and  a  high  acidity, 
and  this  latter  property  would  give  rise  to  a  dangerous  degree  of 
Plumbo  Solvency  even  when  the  water  was  mixed  with  the  less 
acid  spring  water,  unless  the  combined  waters  were  treated  before 
being  put  into  supply. 

At  Baildon  Bank,  however,  the  combined  Spring  and  Surface 
Waters  are  given  lime  and  chlorine/ammonia  treatment  before 
being  passed  into  the  Reservoirs.  In  this  case  the  lime  treatment 
fulfil?  the  dual  purpose  of  obviating  for  all  practical  purposes  the 
power  of  the  water  to  dissolve  lead  from  pipes  and  fittings  by 
converting  its  properties  from  acid  to  slightly  alkali,  and  also  of 
causing  the  aluminium  to  settle  out  in  the  Reservoirs  (which  thus 
perform  the  purpose  of  sedimentation  tanks  as  well  as  storage 
reservoirs)  in  the  form  of  a  floe  or  jelly-like  substance,  which  tends 
to  trap  any  organic  or  other  impurities  and  further  clarifies  and 
purifies  the  water.  In  order  to  give  adequate  settlement  the  two 
Reservoirs  are  used  alternately. 

The  purified  treated  water  is  passed  into  service  for  the  Baildon 
Bank  Service  Reservoirs  by  means  of  two  10-inch  diameter  mains. 

In  addition  to  supplies  from  their  own  sources  the  Council 
purchase  by  an  agreement  entered  into  in  1939,  and  terminating  in 
1959,  a  further  supply  of  treated  water  amounting  to  approximately 
500,000  gallons  per  day  from  the  Bradford  Water  Undertaking.

In  order  to  carry  out  the  treatment  of  water  from  their  own 
sources  adequately  the  properties  of  both  the  raw  and  the  treated 
water  are  tested  several  times  a  day  at  Graincliffe  and  Baildon 
Bank  treatment  plants,  and  also  samples  of  tap  water  taken  in 
Shipley  from  both  sources  are  tested  daily  by  members  of  the 
Water  Department  Staff.  In  addition,  monthly  examinations  by 
independent  analysts  are  made  of  both  the  bacteriological  and 
chemical  properties  of  all  raw  waters  and  treated  waters  supplied  to 
consumers,  and  the  results  of  these  over  a  long  period  indicate  the 
very  satisfactory  nature  of  the  water  supply  as  a  whole.

All  houses,  except  six  where  there  were  private  supplies,  were 
serviced  direct  from  the  mains,  i.e.,  99-9%  had  a  piped  supply.  It 
was  not  necessary  to  cut  off  the  water  at  any  time  during  the  year 
and  the  supply  was  constant  and  sufficient. 


No  houses  were  supplied  by  stand  pipes. 

Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Examination 


Samples  were  taken  monthly  as  routine  (and  ofteneras  needed) 
from  four  points  in  the  town  (corresponding  with  the  supply),  and 
from  various  points  on  the  ‘  collection  ”  or  storage  side  of  the 
undertaking.  1  22  samples  were  examined  by  the  Laboratory  during 
1949,  and  the  results  are  tabulated  below :

Plumbo-Solvency 

The  water  as  collected  from  the  moors  is  acid,  and  is,  therefore, 
presumably  plumbo-solvent.  Hydrated  lime  is  added  to  reduce 
acidity.  Four  samples  (2  from  the  Shiple}^  high  level  and  2  from 
the  Shipley  low  level  supplies)  were  examined  in  1949  for  lead 
content ;  two  were  taken  after  the  water  had  been  standing  all 
night  in  the  service  pipes  (first  draw  sample)  and  two  were  taken 
after  half-an-hour’s  standing.  In  no  case  was  any  lead  found  ;  these 
tests  showed  the  water  to  have  no  appreciable  plumbo-solvent  effect 
when  delivered  to  the  house  taps. 

Sewage  Disposal 

Under  an  agreement  with  the  Bradford  Corporation  the  whole 
of  the  Shipley  sewage  is  to  be  conveyed  to  the  Esholt  Sewage 
Works  ol  the  Bradford  Corporation.  There  is  to  be  a  Pumping 
Station  at  the  present  Shipley  Sewage  Works  with  a  rising  main 
followed  by  a  gravity  main  sewer. 

In  the  meantime  the  District  Council  are  maintaining  their 
Sewage  Works  at  maximum  efficiency  and  making  the  best  use  of 
them  that  is  possible. 

Private  Water  Supplies 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  only  six  isolated  houses, 
i.e.y  less  than  0*1%  of  the  houses  in  the  town,  and  two  farms 
supplied  with  water  from  private  sources. 
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Report  on  the  Sanitary  Circumstances 

of  the  District 

Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  -  Mr.  W.  Farndale, 

477  complaints  were  received  by  the  Department  during  the 
year,  a  decrease  of  6  as  compared  with  1948. 

Once  again  it  is  necessary  to  point  to  the  extensive  deteriora¬ 
tion  of  cottage  property  in  the  town ;  particularly  does  this  apply  to 
the  North  Ward  where  the  oldest  houses  are  to  be  found.  The 
East  and  Central  Wards  also  contain  areas  of  sub  standard  property 
requiring  attention  by  clearance  or  improvement.  With  the  present 
shortage  of  accommodation  and  the  smallness  of  the  building  force 
available  it  is  difficult,  indeed  well-nigh  impossible,  to  decide  on  the 
extent  to  which  the  Housing  Act  can  be  employed  in  effecting 
improvements  and  large  scale  repairs.  Many  houses  inspected 
require  the  expenditure  of  sums  far  in  excess  of  the  ultimate  value 
of  the  dwellings,  with  the  result  that  action  can  only  be  taken  under 
the  Public  Health  Act  for  the  abatement  of  serious  nuisances,  f.e., 
leaky  roofs,  damp  walls,  plaster  and  similar  defects.  One  must 
record  a  small  number  of  cases  where  complaints  of  unsatisfactory 
conditions  were  notified  lo  the  Housing  Department  without  prior 
complaint  to  the  Sanitary  Department ;  this  procedure  is  often 
adopted  to  further  claims  for  Council  Houses.  Until  the  erection 
of  houses  proceeds  at  an  even  greater  pace,  clearance  of  insanitary 
areas  must  remain  in  abeyance.  No  one  knows  better  than  officers 
of  the  Health  Department  how  much  misery,  frustration  and  dis¬ 
content  results  from  insanitary  and  overcrowded  housing  conditions. 
In  many  cases  it  is  impossible  to  assist  people  in  their  efforts  to 
better  their  environment,  with  the  result  that  houses  which  have 
long  since  outlived  their  usefulness  must  still  remain  occupied.  A 
few  cellar  kitchens  were  closed  as  separate  dwellings  upon  the 
occupants  (mainly  old  persons)  being  re-housed  by  the  Council.

Sanitary  Accommodation 

The  number  of  waste  water  closets  converted  to  water 
closets  or  abolished  shows  a  slight  increase  over  previous 
years.  There  are  now  958  left  for  conversion  as  soon  as 
labour  and  materials  are  available. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Committee  considered 
the  number  of  waste  water  closets  in  the  town.  Whilst  the 
fact  was  recognized  that,  in  many  cases,  abolition  and  substi¬ 
tution  of  washdown  pedestals  was  desirable,  it  was  decided 
that  at  the  present  time  the  large  number  of  such  closets 
prohibited  any  action  under  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health 
Act.  Nevertheless  when  opportunity  arises  action  is  taken  to 
convert  this  type  of  insanitary  accommodation  by  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  modern  appliances.

On  no  occasion  was  it 
necessary  to  complain  of  the  conditions  found. 
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Knacker’s  Yard 

The  one  knacker’s  yard  in  the  district  was  visited  on 
fifteen  occasions  during  the  year.  No  nuisances  occurred 
requiring  the  attention  of  the  Department.  It  is  pleasing 
to  record  the  amicable  relations  existing  between  the  owners 
of  the  business  and  the  sanitary  officers. 

An  unusual  event  occurred  towards  the  end  of  the  year, 
when  a  case  of  Anthrax  was  discovered  by  the  slaughtering  staff. 
A  cow  carcase  brought  from  a  neighbouring  district  showed, 
upon  post  mortem  examination,  all  the  well-known  evidence 
of  Anthrax.  The  diagnosis  was  subsequently  confirmed 
bacteriologically. 

The  carcase  was  disposed  of  by  burning  on  the  adjoining 
land,  followed  by  disinfection  of  the  slaughterhouse,  tools  and 
equipment.

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Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919

The  work  of  rodent  control  is  carried  out  by  one  full-time 
and  two  part-time  operatives  working  under  the  direction  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  106  visits  were  made  by  the  sanitary 
staff  to  various  types  of  premises  and  land. 

The  rodent  operative  continued  to  perform  useful  work,  as 
will  be  seen  from  the  figures  given  below.  The  extension  of 
domestic  poultry  keeping  has  contributed  to  the  increase  in 
infestations,  particularly  where  no  attempt  is  made  to  keep 
runs  free  from  accumulations  of  surplus  foodstuffs.  The 
attention  of  several  poultry  keepers  had  to  be  drawn  to  the 
insanitary  conditions  prevailing.

The  Council’s  properties  were  kept  under  constant 
observation,  treatment  being  carried  out  at  the  Slaughter¬ 
house,  Sewage  Works,  Destructor,  Cleansing  and  Salvage 
Depot  and  Refuse  Tips.  Apart  from  the  Sewage  Works,  where 
it  is  impossible  to  effect  a  complete  clearance  owing  to  the 
close  proximity  of  the  River  Aire  and  Leeds  and  Liverpool 
Canal,  treatment  at  the  other  places  mentioned  was  very 
successful.  Two  maintenance  treatments  for  rats  in  sewers 
were  carried  out  during  the  financial  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  period  covered  by  the  report  on  the  Cleansing  Services  is 
the  financial  year,  April  1st,  1949,  to  March  31st,  1950. 

Refuse  Collection 

As  was  reported  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  the  weather  during 
the  months  of  December  to  March  was  comparatively  mild  and 
free  from  heavy  falls  of  snow.  The  collection  of  refuse  was  not 
interfered  with  and,  apart  from  mechanical  breakdowns,  a  reasonable 
interval  was  maintained  between  calls.  Except  at  holiday  periods 
the  average  between  collections  was  kept  down  to  eight  days. 
Absences  due  to  sickness  were  very  much  reduced,  though  continual 
changes  in  personnel  were  again  prevalent.  Many  applicants  for 
employment  in  the  Cleansing  Department  have  little  idea  of  the 
arduousness  of  the  work  and  several  men  left  after  working  only  a 
few  days  ;  one  man  stayed  for  one  day  only.  Considering  the  higher 
wages  offered  in  industry  the  Department  was  fortunate  in  being 
able  to  keep  numbers  almost  up  to  establishment. 

The  five-day  week  during  the  summer  months  continued  to 
work  satisfactorily,  only  on  rare  occasions  was  it  necessary  to  work 
overtime. 

The  vehicles  operated  by  the  Department  now  comprise  four 
S.  &  D.  Freighters  of  8,  9,  10  and  13  cubic  yards  capacity,  the 
latter  being  delivered  in  January,  1950.  The  three  large  capacity 
machines  are  all  fitted  with  double  cabs  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  loaders,  an  improvement  which  is  much  appreciated  by  the 
workmen.  One  Karrier  Bantam  is  employed  on  kitchen  waste 
collection,  for  special  calls  for  waste  paper,  bulky  refuse,  and 
furniture  which  cannot  be  collected  by  the  other  vehicles  without 
interfering  with  the  cleansing  of  dustbins. 

In  November  the  Council  decided  to  increase  the  charges  for 
the  removal  of  Trade  Refuse  from  7s.  6d.  per  bin  per  year  for  a  once 
weekly  collection  io  £\  6s.  Od.  for  the  same  service.  The  former 
charge  was  fixed  in  1924,  and  was  much  lower  than  the  charges  of 
neighbouring  authorities.  Waste  paper  and  cardboard  continued  to 
be  collected  free  of  charge.

Refuse  Disposal 

Some  43%  of  the  refuse  collected  was  disposed  of  by  Incinera¬ 
tion,  and  57%  by  tipping  at  the  Wood  End  and  Nab  Wood  Cemetery 
Tips.  The  latter  was  nearly  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year  and 
upon  its  final  closure  it  is  proposed  to  continue  disposal  of  the  refuse 
from  the  western  part  of  the  district  by  tipping  up  low  lying  land  in 
Hirst  Wood.  Preparations  to  bring  Wrose  Quarry  into  use  as  a 
refuse  tip  were  in  hand  towards  the  end  of  1949. 

All  the  horses  in  the  Team  Labour  Department  were  disposed 
of  in  June,  1949.  This  is  reflected  in  the  reduced  amount  of  stable 
manure  removed  to  the  Manure  Tip. 

Salvage 

'The  tables  on  page  41  give  details  of  the  material  sold  and  the 
monthly  income.  In  spite  of  the  reduced  demand  for  waste  paper 
the  amount  sold  was  only  two  tons  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 
Kitchen  waste  collected  showed  an  increase  of  some  54  tons.  In 
all  579  tons  of  waste  materials  were  returned  to  industry  with  an 
income  of  ^2,345.  Considering  that  the  price  of  mixed  waste  paper 
fell  by  50%  in  1949,  a  reduction  of  only  /*210  in  the  total  income 
from  salvage  is  highly  satisfactory. 

Jn  October,  1949,  the  Committee  considered  their  future  policy 
in  regard  to  salvage,  in  view  of  reduced  prices  and  difficulty  in 
disposal  of  waste  paper.  It  was  finally  agreed  that  as  long  as  the 
Salvage  Account  did  not  show  a  deficit,  collections  would  continue ; 
it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  at  the  end  of  the  financial  year  the  excess 
of  income  over  expenditure  amounted  to  ;^163.  With  the  prospect 
of  increased  demands  for  paper  and  a  rise  in  price  it  is  hoped  that 
the  position  will  improve  substantially  in  the  near  future.

Ice  Cream 

There  are  eight  premises  in  the  district  registered  under 
Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  ice  cream  ;  70  inspections  were  made  during  the 
year. 

In  addition  68  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice 
cream.  The  proportion  of  shops  selling  pre-wrapped  ice 
cream  is  on  the  increase,  a  tendency  which  will  have  the 
approval  of  all  sanitarians.  Inspections  numbered  96. 
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The  Public  Health  Committee  approved  recommendations 
for  the  control  of  retailers  selling  ice  cream  in  Shipley  from 
carts,  vehicles,  etc.  In  order  to  comply  with  the  Ice  Cream 
(Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  vendors  were  asked  to 
provide  hot  and  cold  water,  wash  basins  and  clean  towels  and 
soap  for  hand  washing,  suitable  protection  for  wafers,  cones 
and  utensils,  and  clean,  washable  overalls  for  their  employees. 
The  co-operation  of  all  ice  cream  retailers  was  sought  and 
work  was  quickly  in  hand  to  bring  all  vehicles  up  to  the 
required  standard  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  results  of  bacteriological  examinations  carried  out  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Bradford,  are  given  below.  It 
will  be  seen  that  the  ice  cream  produced  in  the  district  proved 
to  be  considerably  cleaner  than  that  made  elsewhere.  The 
results  of  all  samples  are  forwarded  to  retailers  ;  unsatisfactory 
samples  (Grade  4)  are  notified  to  producers  and  the  local 
authorities  in  whose  areas  the  ice  cream  is  manufactured.

BASEMENT  BAKEHOUSES 

Of  the  31  bakehouses  in  the  district  4  were  of  the  underground 
or  basement  type.  Following  the  quinquennial  inspections,  reports 
were  presented  to  the  Council  who  decided  that  notices  should  be 
served  under  Section  54  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  requiring  the 
closure  of  the  bakehouses.

Maternity  Home 

The  Maternity  Home,  Shipley,  which  was  transferred  on  the 
5th  July,  1948,  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  is  administered  by  a 
Sub-Committee  under  the  Bradford  “  A  ”  Group  Hospital  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee.  The  Sub  Committee,  of  which  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  a  member,  meets  monthly  at  Salt’s  Hospital. 
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No  substantial  change  was  recorded  in  day-to-day  management, 
and  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  continue  to  attend  their 
patients,  the  services  of  the  Consultant  being  available  for  consulta¬ 
tion  and  emergencies.  Arrangements  are  pending  completion  for 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  Buckle  as  Medical  Officer  to  the  Home. 
Dr.  Buckle  continues  to  attend  the  Local  Authority  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  held  each  Wednesday  forenoon  for  women  booked  for 
delivery  in  the  Home.  This  close  liaison  between  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Local  Authority,  Regional  Board  staff,  and  the  General 
Medical  Practitioner  Service  is  a  model  of  how  to  overcome  the 
inherent  difficulties  in  the  National  Health  Service  Act  referred  to 
in  my  letter  to  your  Committee.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  Dr. 
Buckle’s  appointment  was,  in  the  first  instance,  sponsored  by  local 
Doctors. 

Admissions 

Miss  Beaulah,  Matron  of  the  Maternity  Home,  has  provided 
me  with  the  following  statistics : — 

460  women  were  delivered,  296  from  Shipley,  1 10  from  Bingley, 
and  many  of  the  remaining  54  were  from  Baildon.  1  3  cases  were 
emergency  admissions  and  33  women  additionally  entered  for  ante¬ 
natal  care.  The  admission  rate  to  application  rate  was  about  77%. 
10*42  days  was  the  average  stay  in  lying-in  beds. 

Special  Statistics 

There  were  4  forceps  deliveries  out  of  460  cases.  253  women 
were  primiparae.  There  were  8  stillbirths  and  5  neo-natal  deaths. 
5  women  and  1  baby  received  blood  transfusions. 

Consultant  Service 

123  patients  were  seen  by  Mr.  Craig  ante-natally  and  10  post- 
natally.  Total  attendances  numbered  197.  Mr.  Craig  also  paid  38 
special  visits  to  the  Home.  Dr.  Langley,  Consultant  Paediatrician, 
was  called  to  examine  4  babies. 

Transfers 

1 1  patients  were  transferred  to  other  hospitals  ;  8  to  St.  Luke’s, 
1  to  Morton  Banks,  and  2  babies  to  the  Children’s  Hospital.  401 
women  received  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia,  211  Pethidine,  and  the 
remainder  other  sedatives. 

The  Infant 

13  babies  were  being  artificially  fed  when  discharged  and  46 
received  complementary  feeds.  Of  33  babies  who  were  5^  lbs.  or  less 
at  birth,  "29  were  discharged  alive.

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Ancillary  Services  in  Pregnancy  and  Lying-in 

Home  Helps 

First  priority  is  awarded  domiciliary  confinements  during  the 
lying  in  period  and  very  occasionally  this  service  may  be  extended. 
During  1949  almost  all  demands  were  met  on  the  basis  of  a  44-hour 
week.  101  lying-in  cases  and  3  expectant  mothers  were  afforded 
Home  Help.  It  must  be  remembered  that  this  service  is  not  a  free 
service.  This  militates  against  a  mother  anxious  to  have  a  child  at 
home.  If  the  cost  of  having  a  child  at  home  is  heavy,  increased 
demand  on  Maternity  Home  and  Hospital  accommodation  is  conse¬ 
quential.  From  the  point  of  view  of  obstetrics  and  psychology, 
apart  from  economics,  it  is  desirable  that  a  large  group  of  normal 
confinements  take  place  in  the  home,  particularly  where  domiciliary 
midwifery  services  are  efficient.  This  important  problem  needs 
investigation  with  a  view  to  balancing  cost  of  home  as  against 
Institutional  confinements. 


Dental  Treatment 

As  a  matter  of  routine,  expectant  mothers  are  referred  from  the 
Doctor  to  the  dentist  at  the  Ante  Natal  Clinic  and  facilities  are 
also  available  for  nursing  mothers.  In  the  Table  appended  the 
discrepancy  between  the  number  of  mothers  treated  and  those 
rendered  dentally  fit,  viz.,  128  against  80,  is  accounted  for  by 
mothers  awaiting  dentures  or,  on  the  other  hand,  when  these  have 
been  supplied,  failing  to  have  all  fillings  completed.  I  wish  to 
express  appreciation  of  the  valuable  services  of  Mrs.  Holburn  and 
her  assistants.

The 
greatest  deterrent  to  the  use  of  Ante-Natal  Hostels  was  shortage  of 
accommodation  for  other  young  children  in  the  family  when 
arrangements  could  not  be  made  with  relatives  or  friends  at  home.

Prematurity 

One  Health  Visitor  and  the  Relief  Midwife  were  trained  at 
Sorrento,  Birmingham,  on  a  special  course  on  Prematurity.  Two 
cots  were  available  and  one  is  established  at  Salt’s  Hospital  for 
Shipley  and  Baildon,  the  other  at  Keighley  Depot  for  Bingley  and 
Denholme. 

Notification  of  birth  of  premature  children  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  that  is,  children  of  5ilbs.  and  under,  were  made 
on  the  usual  Notification  Card.  36  babies  weighed  51  lbs.  or  less, 
and  of  these  6  died  before  the  end  of  the  year,  one  at  35  days,  one 
at  2  days,  and  the  4  others  lived  twelve  hours  or  less.  Of  the  30 
survivors,  18  were  5  lbs.  or  over  at  birth,  1  1  were  4  lbs.  or  over  and 
one  under  4  lbs.  Of  the  six  infants  who  died,  two  were  2  lbs.  in 
weight  and  two  were  under  4  lbs.  I'hree  sets  of  twins  are  included 
and  two  infants  born  of  twin  pregnancies,  all  of  whom  survived.

Interest  has  recently  been  focused  on  the  relation  of  birth 
weight  to  subsequent  development  in  childhood.  This  scheme, 
inaugurated  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  was  applied  through  the 
County  to  all  babies  born  alive  in  1949  who  weighed  5|  lbs.  or 
under  at  birth.  Data  given  included  (l)  Sex,  (2)  Birth  weight,  (3) 
Subsequent  weight,  taken  at  each  birthday  to  the  end  of  the  12th 
year,  (4)  Height,  taken  on  the  first  anniversary  of  birth  and  each 
subsequent  anniversary  to  the  end  of  the  12th  year.  It  is  intended 
later  to  apply  Intelligence  Quotients. 

A  control  series  of  babies  weighing  over  5|  lbs.  at  birth  is 
maintained  to  assess  the  significance  of  the  data  relating  to  the 
under  weight  group.  A  standard  card  is  used  with  complete 
instructions,  and  enquiries  ascertain  the  antecedent  history  of  the 
mother  and  other  related  details.  Hospital  and  Maternity  Home 
controls  are  essential.  The  experiment  promises  interesting  results 
which  will  not  be  conclusive  until  the  end  of  the  survey.

Health  Visiting 

The  increasing  responsibility  of  the  Health  Visitor  focused  on 
care  of  ihe  whole  family,  is  a  service  difficult  to  maintain,  bearing 
in  mind  the  Health  Visitor’s  primary  obligation  to  mothers  and 
young  children,  her  responsibilities  in  School  Health  and  the 
shortage  of  total  establishment.  Each  Health  Visitor  should  have 
a  car  in  use,  thereby  increasing  her  efficiency  and  mobility. 

Every  endeavour  was  made  to  diminish  routine  work  of  Health 
Visitors  in  the  Clinics,  substituting  as  was  appropriate  either 
Assistant  Health  Visitors  or  clerical  staff.  The  Health  Visitor  is 
thereby  enabled  to  concentrate  on  group  teaching  in  the  Clinic  and 
personal  advice  in  the  home. 

Visits  necessitated  by  Home  Help  supervision  wasted  much  of 
the  professional  women’s  time  where  competent  administrative 
supervision  would  sufhee.  Some  reduction  in  clerical  work  can  be 
effected  by  the  use  of  voluntary  helpers  and  clerks  at  Clinics. 
Increasing  demands  from  the  County  Medical  Officer’s  Department 
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for  returns  necessarily  increases  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitor. 
It  is  desirable  that  at  least  one  half  of  the  Health  Visitor’s  time  be 
spent  with  the  family  in  the  home,  the  remainder  being  accorded  to 
Clinics  and  Schools.  During  the  year  close  liaison  has  been  main¬ 
tained  with  Midwives  and  arrangements  made  that  a  first  visit  to 
the  child  should,  if  possible,  be  a  dual  visit  of  the  Midwife  and 
Health  Visitor.  The  Health  Visitor  furthermore,  in  areas  where 
there  is  a  Day  Nursery,  maintained  constant  contact  with  the 
Matron  in  relation  to  home  problems  of  the  child  in  Nursery 
attendance.  A  suggestion  that  each  Home  Help  Visitor  should 
have  a  weekly  session  for  interviewing  the  public  has  not  been 
effected,  largely  due  to  the  increase  in  visitation.  Visitation  of  the 
aged  and  infirm- adult  in  the  home  proceeds  apace  and  lists  of  the 
aged  in  each  Health  Visitor’s  area  have  been  prepared,  distributed, 
and  are  subject  to  periodic  revision. 

It  is  suggested  that  consideration  be  given  by  the  County 
Committee  to  the  suggestion  that  evening  Clinics  and  visitation  be 
undertaken.  This  extension  is  regarded  as  necessary  because  only 
in  the  evening  are  the  whole  family  together,  and  secondly,  large 
numbers  of  mothers  are  working  in  the  day  time  and  not  available 
when  normal  visits  are  paid. 

Full  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  special  post-graduate 
courses  made  available,  and  attendances  have  been  maintained  at 
the  County  monthly  meetings  and  furthermore,  special  staff  and 
Group  Health  Visitor  meetings  have  been  conducted  at  Divisional 
level. 

Much  time  was  spent  on  social  enquiries  related  to:  — 

{a)  The  need  for  a  Home  Help; 

[b)  Infectious  disease  enquiries  ; 

(c)  Admission  to  Convalescent  Homes; 

A/)  Admission  of  children  to  special  Hospitals; 

(e)  Admission  of  elderly  persons  to  Aged  Persons’  Homes, 
Hostels  and  Institutions; 

(/)  Social  enquiries  on  behalf  of  Medical  Practitioners, 
Almoners,  Welfare  Officers,  etc. 

The  Senior  Health  Visitor  spent  six  months  at  Otley  Hospital 
gaming  experience  of  Almoner’s  duties  and  of  the  scope  of  the 
Socio-Medical  Service  from  the  Hospital  view  point. 

In  addition  to  one  Health  Visitor  already  trained  at  Sorrento, 
the  Relief  Midwife  was  sent  to  undertake  the  Course  on  Premature 
Babies,  and  both  were  available  for  advice  and  assistance  to 
Midwives.

Attendances  were  well  maintained  except  when  depleted  by 
exclusion  for  Infectious  disease.  Authority  is  vested  in  Matron  and 
Deputy  Matron  for  exclusion,  and  one  or  other  attends  at  7  a.m.  for 
the  purpose  of  admitting  children.  Occasional  difficulties  are 
encountered  and  Matron  then  consults  the  Medical  Officer. 

There  was  a  heavy  turnover  of  the  staff  which  adds  to  the 
weight  of  office  work.  The  control  of  foods  and  ordering  of  supplies 
is  centralized  in  the  main  office.  Matron  reports  to  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  each  Monday  morning  with  details  of  attendances, 
waiting  lists,  priorities,  exclusions  and  other  administrative  problems. 
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The  Prefabricated  Nurseries.  Mere  there  is  an  unfortunate 
shortage  of  accommodation  for  the  staff;  insufficient  larder  accom¬ 
modation  ;  and  kitchens  are  very  small  and  require  an  additional 
sink.  Furthermore,  the  grounds  are  in  an  unsatisfactory  state  of 
disrepair.  Arrangements  have  been  completed  in  1950  for  this 
work  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Shipley  Urban  District  Council. 

Equipment.  Supplies,  although  frequently  belated,  have  been 
very  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  and  there  has  been  a  very 
marked  improvement  in  the  amenities  for  training  of  children. 
Refrigerators  have  been  installed. 

Training  of  Students.  This  entails  additional  labour  for 
staff  and  the  variability  of  a  three-day  weekly  attendance  is  at  times 
difficult  to  adjust  to  the  demands  of  the  children.  There  is  a  danger 
that  the  Training  Scheme  overshadows  the  ptimary  care  of  the 
children.  Certainly  training  has  been  a  very  nominal  asset  in 
Shipley  for  recruitment  of  staff  and  much  time  has  been  devoted  by 
the  Matron  and  her  assistants  to  individual  tuition  and  Seminars. 

Contact  with  Mothers.  Occasional  difficulty  arises  in 
relation  to  the  attendance  of  relatives  and  guardians  for  the  collection 
of  the  child  and  it  is  unsatisfactory  to  find  that  school  childien  of  a 
young  age  are  sometimes  sent  to  collect  their  younger  brothers  and 
sisters. 

Domestic  Staff.  A  cook  and  two  cleaners  in  each  Nursery 
is  the  minimum  requirement.  Some  scheme  of  training  should  be 
organized  for  the  cook  who  should  be  upgraded  after  passing  a  test. 

Clerical  Work.  Matron  spends  approximately  two  hours  a 
day  and  a  whole  day  on  Thursday  on  clerical  duties.  A  scheme  for 
providing  a  clerk  to  assist  in  this  work  has  been  considered. 

Medical  Examination.  Each  child  is  medically  examined 
monthly  by  a  Medical  Officer,  and  records  then  afford  continuity  of 
information  as  between  Nursery,  Clinics  and  ultimately  the  School 
Record  cards.  Health  Visitors  liaise  with  the  home  in  cases  of 
illness,  infection  or  infestation.  Progress  in  health,  nutrition  and 
the  welfare  of  children  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Priority  for  Admissions.  Weekly  records  are  submitted  by 
the  Matron  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  giving  details  of 
numbers  admitted  on  account  of :  — 

(a)  Illegitimacy  and  mother  working  ; 

(b)  Cases  of  illness; 

(c)  Other  reasons,  such  as  expectancy  ; 

{d)  Mothers  proposing  to  work  in  industry. 
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Mothers  are  required  to  notify  all  changes  of  address  and 
occupation.  Waiting  lists  at  present  exceed  the  total  numbers  on 
the  Register,  and  are  subject  to  periodic  review  at  six-monthly 
intervals. 

Staff.  The  principal  difficulty  encountered  is  to  maintain  a 
staff  of  young  qualified  Nursery  Nurses. 

Re-decoration.  The  minimum  requirement  is  the  re-decora¬ 
tion  of  one  Nursery  per  year.

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Divisional  School  Health  Services 

Administration 

Records  have  been  maintained  in  one  section  controlled  by  two 
Clerks,  and  School  Medical  and  Immunization  Record  Cards  are 
now  centralized. 

Reports 

Monthly  reports  are  submitted  to  Divisional  Education  Officer 
for  meetings  of  the 

(a)  Shipley  and  Baildon  School  Managers, 

(b)  Bingley  and  Denholme  School  Managers, 

(c)  Secondary  School  Governors. 

These  reports  deal  with;  — 

(t)  Attendances  and  records  of  the  varying  clinical 
conditions  met  with  at  the  Clinics. 

(it)  Records  of  Routine  Medical  Inspections. 

(til)  Records  of  Special  Medical  Inspections. 

(fv)  Records  of  verminous  infestation. 

(v)  Details  of  Specialists  Clinics. 

(vt)  Any  other  important  matter,  e.g.,  outbreak  of  food 
poisoning  or  matters  of  special  interest  to  the 
Committee. 

The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  attends,  or  is  represented  at, 
monthly  meetings  for  the  respective  School  Managers  or  Governors. 

Liaison  with  the  Divisional  Education  Officer 

As  the  Offices  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  the 
Divisional  Education  Officer  are  in  the  Town  Hall,  Shipley,  the 
relationship  between  departments  is  close  and  cordial. 

Handicapped  Pupils 

A  register  of  Handicapped  Pupils  has  been  maintained  and 
enlarged  during  the  year.  The  biggest  single  defect  in  services  for 
the  handicapped  is  shortage  of  provision  for  the  educationally 
sub-normal. 

Cleanliness 

Intensive  attention  has  been  given  to  verminous  infestation  of 
the  head.  A  few  cases  are  referred  to  Spurr  Road  Clinic.  Cleansing 
of  a  routine  character,  where  necessary,  is  conducted  in  schools  by 
School  Nurses. 
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Relationship  of  Staff  with  the  Teachers  and  Schools 

It  has  been  possible  to  establish  personal  contact  with  Head¬ 
masters  and  Teachers  and  Doctors  have  been  encouraged  to  identify 
themselves  with  particular  groups  of  Schools.  This,  of  course, 
already  applies  to  the  School  Nurse  who  visits  each  school  in  her 
area  at  no  longer  than  weekly  intervals.  Close  co-operation  also 
exists  between  the  Nursery  Classes  and  the  Day  Nurseries. 

CLINICS 

The  following  Specialist  Clinics  have  been  held  : — 

Skin  . — Dr.  Stuart  attends  monthly  at  Somerset  House.  This 
clinic  is  unique  in  the  West  Riding,  and  from  it  we  have  derived  the 
maximum  benefit.  Attendances  are  high  and,  where  possible,  a 
School  Medical  Officer  and  School  Nurse  are  in  attendance  at  the 
Clinic  so  that  the  child’s  condition  is  viewed  in  intimate  relation  to 
his  school  work. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat. — The  work  of  this  monthly  Clinic 
was  interrupted  for  a  period  by  prevalence  of  Poliomyelitis,  and  an 
interval  of  four  to  six  months  elapses  before  tonsils  are  removed  by 
operation. 

Ophthalmic. —  Dr.  Burns  attends  weekly  for  two  sessions  and 
no  difficulty  has  been  encountered  in  covering  the  necessary  work 
with  this  provision. 

Orthopaedic. — A  fortnightly  Clinic  is  held  by  Mr.  Naylor  in 
conjunction  with  the  Physiotherapist.  Classes  in  Physiotherapy 
related  to  this  are  held  for  girls  and  boys  in  nursery,  junior  and 
senior  groups.  Miss  Hickson  gave  up  this  work  at  the  end  of  the 
year  and  was  replaced  by  Miss  Rex,  ex  Physiotherapist  from 
Bradford  Royal  Infirmary.

There  is  day-to-day  relationship  with  the  Bradford  Children’s 
Hospital,  Infectious  Disease  Hospitals  and  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat  Hospitals  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  health  of  the  school 
child. 

The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  lectured  on  various  occasions 
to  Parents’  and  Teachers’  Associations  in  Shipley,  Bingley  and 
Baildon.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  the  large  attendances  and  interest 
evinced.  It  is  evident  both  on  Committees  and  at  Meetings  of  this 
nature  that  the  general  public  have  a  very  deep  interest  in  School 
Health,  although  it  has  been  repeatedly  stated  by  parents  that  they 
were  unaware  of  the  comidexity  and  scope  of  the  services  available.
